GENERAL « 

A total  of  144  cases  of  Measles  was  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Department  by  formal  notification  or  otherwise  during 
the  year.  Although  measles  serum  is  not  used  in  the  Borough, 
immune  globulin  is  available  for  the  use  of  general 
practitioners  and  is  employed  at  the  Hospital  to  prevent  ward 
erbss- infection! 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-four  cases  (99  Pulmonary  and  25 
non-puliponary ) were  notified  during  the  year. 

There  were  67  (60  pulmonary  and  7 non-pulmonary ) deaths 
in  1943. 

Medical  practitioners  referred  287  oases  to  the  Dispensary 
for  examination  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  who  also  held  7QQ 
consultations  with  private  practitioners.  Dispensary 
attendances  numbered  23775  594  X-ray  and  784  Bcacteriolo.gic.al. 
examinations  were  made.  One  hundred  and  forty-six  Contact a ‘ 
were  investigated  at  the  Dispensary.  The  nurse  made  2485  Yiaitff 
to  homes  of  patients* 

In -patient  arrangements  have  been  fully  described  in 
previous  reports.  The  use  made  of  available  facilities  for 
pulmonary  cases  was  Meathop  22  cases  admitted  with  1 death  and 
22  discharges,  and  the  Corporation  Hospital  101  cases 
(80  discharges,  22  deaths).  One  new  case  received  treatment 
at  the  Robert  Jones  Hospital.  Queen's  Park  Hospital  receives

FI  even  deaths  occurred  in  the  'Borough'  due  to  or  associated 
with  childbirth.
